Proposals Advanced To 
Back Rejection of Hitler |

PARIS, April 9—A_ proposal 
designed to bring about 25 years 
of peace in Europe was advanced 
Wednesday in a French memoran- 
dum which simultaneously reject- 
ed Chancellor Adolf Hitler's paece 
proposals. 

Hitler's scrapping of Locarno des- 
troyed the “most solid prop of 
peace” in western Europe, declared 
the memorandum, which will be 
delivered to England, Belgium and 
Italy. It provides territorial guar- 
antees which would be submitted to 
the control of an international com- 
mission 
League of Nations. 

The memorandum said France 
would have been justified in tak- 
ing armed action against the Reich 


when the German troops goose- 
stepped into the Rhineland last

“Nobody menaces the independ-

The “modernized” Sermon on the 
Mount was issued in the form of a 
book entitled, “The German Words 
of God, Rendered into German by 
Reichsbishop Ludwig Mueller.” The 
Reichsbishop explained that he 
purposely avoided the word “trans- 
lated” in reference to his version. 

The exhortation to turn the other 
cheek to a smiter is rendered by 
Reichsbishop Mueller thus: 

“If thy comrade smite thee in 
the face in his wrath, it is not 
always right to smite him back. 
It is more manly to preserve a 
superior calm. Mayhap thy com- 
rade will repent.” 

For Pharisees and Scribes, the 
Reichsbishop substituted “teachers 
and preachers”; for the Laws and 
Prophets, “Divine Truths.” 
CHRIST'S BLESSINGS ALTERED 

Christ's blessings were altered, as, 
for example: 

“Blessed is he who bears his sor- 
row manfully. He will find strength 
not to despair.” 

“Blessed is he who keeps good 
comradeship always, for such is the 
will of God.”

Townsend Plan Supports 
Senator Borah 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C 


Announcement is made that Dr. Townsend and the Townsend 
Plan organization will work to bring about the nomination of 
Senator Borah of Idaho as presidential candidate under the Re- 
publican emblem; and will vote for Senator Borah for president 
in the November election. ‘ 


Senator Borah was probably just as much amazed as everybody 
else in inside politics at this unexpected and voluntary increase 
of his political following. 


One explanation is that the Democratic majority in Congress 
has just passed a resolution for a searching investigation of the 
Townsend Plan. The entrance of the Townsend Plan voters into 
the Republican ranks is the answer. There seems no doubt that 
Dr. Townsend can take four to five million electors with him; at 
least one-half being former Democrats. 


The Republican organization will be thoroughly disgusted at 
this Townsend move; because to the Old Guard Republicans there 
is nothing of the Republican about Senator Borah. The Senator 
is regarded as a self-motivated independent. 


However, here is Senator Borah with a volunteer following of 
at least four million electors, freely bestowed by Dr. Townsend 
for the purpose of beating the Democrats. 


The support of Dr. Townsend will be unpleasing and embar- 
rassing to Senator Borah, and the regular Republicans do not want 
either Senator Borah or Dr. Townsend. The four thillion votes 
will probably put Senator Borah in the strongest individual 
position before the Republican convention, so that, unless the 
Republicans prefer President Roosevelt the Independent Democrat 
to Senator Borah the Independent Republican, there would not 
seem to be any way to reject Dr. Townsend's support. 


Should Father Coughlin and Father Divine follow the Townsend 
lead, and endorse Senator Borah, the Republican convention will 
probably maké it unanimous; because this will unite all the 
elements opposed to President Roosevelt. 


Even then there is no certainty of beating the President, be- 
cause to the ordinary type of elector, the President is the first 
man in public life to carry out his promises with real money. 
Much may be said about the shortcomings of the administration; 
but much good money is being distributed among millions of elec- 
tors who otherwise would have had no money at all. Most of 
these people will think twice before voting to shut off the money. 


The President seems to have a good fighting chance over any 
combination which can possibly be formed against him. When it 
comes to direct radio appeals to the electors, President Roosevelt 
is the greatest artist of them all. 


The terrific weather calamities will not do the President's 
political chances any harm,—because they will give him further 
scope to demonstrate his policy of using real money to rehabilitate 
and restore without fear and without limit. 


Under the ordinary circumstances attending a prolonged de- 
pression a President would have no possibility of re-election. 
President Roosevelt's policy of redeeming his policies in good 
money; and his supreme faculty of reaching the electors by direct 
personal appeal seem to give him a chance to accomplish the 
impossible.

GURA, Eritrean Aviation 

Headquarters of the North- 
ern Italian Army, April 9.— 
From the glass - enclosed 
bombing pit of a huge tri-mo- 
tored plane in a screaming 
dive toward the earth I saw 
Tuesday the amazing destruc- 
tion Italian aviation is inflict- 
ing on the demoralized rem- 
nants of Emperor Haile Se- 
lassie’s Imperial army. 

I flew for 4"; hours with an 
Italian bombing squadron. We 
sailed over Lakes Tana and 
Ashangi, the city of Gondar, and 
the outskirts of Dessye and saw 
how deeply the Italians have 


really penetrated into Ethiopia, in 
addition to what they do when 
they find from the air colums of 
Ethiopians and animals huddled 
despairingly along the caravan 
trails. 

We had been flying half an hour 
from Gura with Captain Giovanni 
Dauria and Major Piero Ferretti at 
the dual control of an _ eight-ton 
Savoia bomber, holding two tons 
of explosives and a ton and a half 
of gasoline, through perfect skies 
over Aduwa and Aksum when the 
radio crackled, 


BROUGHT MESSAGE 

Sergeant Gentile Cesare brought 
a message from the scouting plane: 
“Bomb a column of Ethiopian quad- 


rupeds in the river bed of Addi 
Uaffet, near Axio.” 


Pink-cheeked Lieut, Francesco 
Possenisto, only 24, but the finest 
bombshot in the whole army, 


slipped down into the glass pit in 
the undercarriage and I went with 
him. We passed over the huge 
square of Amba Aradam and the 
spike of Mount Amba Alagi, stick- 
ing into the sky over the tortuous 
terrain of the northern mountains 
that from the air looked like the 
serried brown backs of huge osyte:z 
shells. 


FOUND THE VALLEY 

Three-quarters of the way to 
Dessye with two other of our squad- 
ron and three additional bombers 
following behind we found the val- 
ley of Uaffet and Axio. 


Suddenly in the brown valley, 
luxuriant with vegetation, we saw 
strung out groups of perhaps 500 
Ethiopians in dirty shammas and 
about 2,000 mules, horses and 
camels, 

The sound of the swooping planes 
made the huddled groups try to 
hide their bulky animals behind the 


protection of trees. Our plane 
wheeled, dove and thundered at 
them less than 600 feet from the 


ground, so close we could see the 
black men swaying desperately at 
the reins of their mules, Camels 
stuck their long necks skyward, 
looking for the noise. 


PULLED LEVERS 

Then Francesco 
levers, 

We dropped 24 50-pound bombs, 
several pairs of 51-pounders in clus- 
ters and I saw at least 10 strike 
squarely in the middle of frantic 
groups. 

The explosions were so terrific 
and we were so near that the 
plane rocked and through the 
clouds of smoke shattered botlies 
were easily visible flying throagh 
the air. 

Piero wirelessed headquarters: 
“Found thousand Quadrupeds at 
zone indicated. They received our 
caresses. Estimate 200 Ethiopians 
killed, 100 animals, rest fled demor- 
alized.” 


REPAY FOR THRILLS 


Then we flew along the Dessye 
trail and saw native troops beyond 
Corbo. On the way back I thought 
it only fair to repay the thrills they 
have given me. Between the mixup 
of my jumbled Italian and their 
scanty English they understood I 
was an American pilot. Politely, 
over Makale, Piero invited me to 
the co-pilot’'s seat. 

As soon as I was seated Giovanni 
motioned and smiled—“It's yours, 
take it.” 

Not knowing what else to do, 
“I took it” and in the next 10 
minutes piloted eight tons of 
bomber all over the Makale skies 
in amazing figures, tightening 
the lips of the Italian crew. 

Giovanni tapped my shoulder 
again and with a strained look, 
asked, “Are you really a pilot?” 

I answered happily: “I never 
piloted a plane before in my life.” 

The four of them jumped on the 
controls together but now that we 
are back home we are still friends.
